HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Decoration of metal articles by means of 
an electro-deposition of some other metal, re- 
producing over the surface Arabesques or other 
subjects, has been recently perfected with very 
satisfactory results. Suitable subjects, for the 
decoration of such articles as may have been 
selected, are cut from a thin sheet of some 
pliable metal, and the stencil thus obtained is 
U6ed as in painting. The surface of the arti- 
cles to be decorated must have been thoroughly 
varnished and dried, the stencil then laid over it 
and with a small hard brush and some conveni- 
ent liquid the surface exposed through the 
stencils is carefully cleaned of the varnish, leav- 
ing bare the metal beneath. After the stencil 
is removed the article is then ready for the 
regular electro-metallurgic treatment. 

Pompons can be made by cutting two 
circles of cardboard the size of the pompons 
desired, with a hole in the centre, and wind the 
silk evenly around the two, together, from the 
outside to the inside until the hole is filled up ; 
then cut the silk at the outer edge, pass some 
coarse silk or twine between the cards, tying it 
tightly, and so keeping the silk together ; then, 
having secured this, tear off the cardboards. A 
smooth ball, which a little clipping with sharp 
scissors ought to improve, is the result. 

Handsome fireplaces are by no means 
exceptional, but those intended for the well- 
known gas log are capable of the greatest 
amount of ornamentation. One of this kind re- 
cently made has a wrought iron back ground 
representing an elaborate coat of arms design, 
the andirons have a floral pattern, and the facing 
of the stove is of tiles richly enameled in relief, 
and framed in burnished brass. The hearth is 
of mosaic tiles and the fender of burnished 
brass. 

Dull Gold is cleaned with the following 
mixture : Eighty grammes calcium hypochlo- 
rite, eighty of sodium bicarbonate and twenty 
sodium chloride are mixed in three quarts of 
distilled water. It is then kept for use in 
corked bottles. Goods to be cleaned are put 
in a basin and covered with the mixture. After 
a time they are taken out, washed, rinsed in 
alcohol, and dried in sawdust. The articles 
then look good as new. 

The bolster pin-cushion is an innovation 
in that character of goods. It is about a quar- 
ter of a yard long and eight inches around. 
The case is first made, stuffed and gathered at 
the ends, then it is covered with velvet, em- 
broidered silk or satin, or any pretty material. 
To each end is attached an ornamental tassel, 
and a cord from one end to the other by which 
to suspend the cushion from the top of the 
mirror. 

Plate-glass was discovered in an accidental 
way in 1688 by a man named Thevart. It is 
attributed to the breakage of a utensil contain- 
ing some of the melted material, a portion of 
which flowed under a large flag-stone, which, 
when subsequently removed, was found to 
cover a plate of glass. Thus was suggested the 
idea of casting glass in plates. 

Verses are found upon many of the im- 
ported English earthenware teapots. One seen 
recently reads : 

" Those who love good tea 
Must please remember me. 
Be sure to allow the water to boil, 
Then the tea you will not spoil." 

Diamonds, it is said, may be distinguished 
from imitations by making a small hole with 
the point of a needle in a card, and when seen 
through the stone, if it appears double, the 
stone is not a diamond ; all colorless gems, ex- 
cept the diamond, cause double refraction. 

A clock stand may be made by covering 
a round, square or other shaped block of wood, 
with plush or velvet ; a small braid over the 
edges and a monogram or medalion painted or 
embroidered on the front is all the ornament 
necessary. 

A candelabrum with crystal pendants has 
a stem of Mexican onyx and branches of the 
same material. Bands of cloisonne" give it an 
exquisite finish, and the shades are of delicately 
tinted glass. 

Piano covers might be ornamented with 
appliqued figures of all sorts of shapes carica- 
turing or grotesquely exaggerating music, vocal 
and instrumental. 

Pern damask is a new woolen hanging 
showing a running vine over a solid color 
background. 

Bric-a-Brac crowded together is not so 
effective, and does not show to such an advan- 
tage as when it has an appropriate expanse.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Macrame lace work is a popular and 
pleasing employment for odd moments in the 
country this Summer, and many of our lady 
readers will find much enjoyment and divertise- 
ment in cultivating it. The macrame' thread is 
flax, and soft and agreeable in handling. Bar- 
bour in his directions for using the thread, 
says: "The lace is made by knotting the 
threads together. One thread is held firmly 
over the other as leader, and each single thread 
is knotted twice on to it, when a leaf is 
worked from left to right the leader is held in 
the left hand." For making larger pieces of 
lace, such, for instance, as would be suitable 
for lambrequins, shawls or similar articles, the 
employment of a "Lace Desk" is advised, an 
adjunct to the making of the lace that is most 
helpful. Aside from its value as a furnishing 
medium macrame' lace is excellent for trimming 
clothing. It is durable and beautiful and capa- 
ble of withstanding the rough usage that the 
laundry generally deals out to soiled skirts. 
Costumes of linen satine, batiste and lawn are 
richly adorned with it, and the manner of mak- 
ing it gives much room for originality in the 
method and design of knotting the threads and 
arranging the figures in the lace ; there is no 
limit to the opportunity for ingenuity in this 
feature of the work. There are certain rules 
laid down that govern the originality of the 
lace in a characteristic form and this distinc- 
tiveness, of course, cannot be changed without 
destroying the primary principles of its forma- 
tion ; but new designs may be added, and old 
patterns doubtless can be improved, giving, 
perhaps, a shading of the esthetic. In work- 
ing this lace the flax threads are cut in certain 
lengths, all depending upon the width of the 
pattern to be wrought. One thread serves as a 
guide, and is called "leader;" it is held either 
in the right or left hand, but always by itself ; 
its situation is determined by the design to be 
executed, which is soon learned as the process 
is not difficult ; it is really very simple, so per- 
fectly free from complications and all be- 
wildering intricacies that tend to puzzle the 
brain. There are only single, double and open 
chains, with the Solomon's knot, to learn in 
macram6 lace work ; to make the single chain, 
take two threads, hold one straight in the left 
hand, knot the other on to it with the right 
hand; hold the thread straight in the right 
hand, and knot the other on to it with the left. 
Repeat. This form is sufficiently simple for a 
child to comprehend, while the other stitches 
are equally plain. 

Japanese fan photograph holders are 
quite tasteful. One side of the fan should be 
pasted over with some rich shade of satin, such 
as Napoleon blue, cardinal or old gold. The 
photograph should be placed in a slightly 
oblique direction, so that when the fan is placed 
upon the wall somewhat slantingly the picture 
will be upright. Cut out an oval space in 
which to insert the photograph (or square, if it 
is preferred), turn in the edges neatly, and 
trim them" with a small gold cord ; put in the 
photograph, and sew it in with blind stitches ; 
on the sides of the fan paint sprays of flowers, 
birds, butterflies, etc.; line the back with silk- 
finished silesia to match the satin, and finish 
the edges on top with gold cord ; attach a bow 
of satin ribbon with long ends at the bottom of 
the fan where the sticks join, and also add a 
bow at the top, with a brass ring sewed under 
it to suspend it by. 

A fashionable bed quilt is made of silk 
patchwork. Pieces of embossed, shaded and 
gros-grain silk of every possible shape are 
joined together with gold silk in elaborate 
feather stitch, and form a square which is 
edged with a very deep bordering of dark 
plush, and lined throughout with quilted crim- 
son satin. 

Hegilded frames are seldom satisfactory. 
When it is wished to renovate them, the bette 
way is to give them a good coat of bronze.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Quarter-sawed Yellow Pine—^here is 
no lumber that will shrink so little and wear so 
long as quarter-sawed. This process of sawing 
is particularly applicable to yellow pine flooring, 
as such flooring is generally laid where it is 
subjected to heavy wear. A bastard-sawed 
board, no matter from what kind of timber it is 
cut, will wear rough, and sliver, if in constant 
use for flooring or driveways. It would be im- 
possible to conceive of a harder, more durable 
floor than yellow-pine would make if it were 
quartered. The pitch it contains would give it 
an advantage over oak, ash or maple in point 
of durability. The expense of quarter-sawing 
would be considerably in excess of the usual 
way of manufacture, but the flooring would be 
richly worth the difference. Quartered oak in the 
large markets is worth on an average §10 per 
thousand more than clear oak sawed bastard, 
and there ought to be nearly that difference be- 
tween the two kinds of yellow-pine flooring. 
A log, if quarter-sawed, does not yield as much 
lumber as if sawed the other way, and sawing it 
that way is a slower job. Builders should not 
object paying a third more for it, when they 
know its beauty and durability are more than 
doubled as compared with bastard, and every 
intelligent builder ought to know that such is 
the fact. — Nbrlh-westem Lumberman. 

In case of fire, if it occurs in a room, be 
careful with the available water, especially if 
it is limited, and use it judiciously but quickly. 
Close all means of draft. If a blanket is con- 
venient, saturate it and with it smother the 
flames. In the absence of a blanket, a table 
cover will answer. If the fire is of such magni- 
tude as to preclude the possibility of controlling 
it, and it is necessary to leave the room, en- 
deavor to close the door, so that the flames may 
be in a measure confined, and give an oppor- 
tunity for the inmates to escape. A silk hand- 
kerchief well wet and bound around the 
mouth will allow one to breath in the midst of 
the smoke for a time, and a wet blanket wound 
around a person will enable one to pass through 
a flame. 

"Window hangings may be very prettily 
made of fashion drapery of dark color, by 
placing deep 6tripes of lighter colored felt or 
cloth across the top and bottom within six 
inches of the edges. If the stripes are sewed 
on with fancy stitches in colored crewels or 
silks, the stitches extending over the edge of 
the 6tripe on the material itself, it will form a 
sort of bordering, and be very effective. 

Broken glass or china may be mended 
with a cement made of these ingredients, which 
have been found to resist heat : A little Stour- 
bridge clay mixed with asbestos to increase 
its adherence. These should be well beaten 
before they are applied. Mix the cement 
with a little water and rub it on the broken 
parts, care being taken to press them together. 

Carpet cleaning may be done at home, in 
a measure, by sprinkling a pint of coarse bran 
over one-half the carpet of the room, the bran 
being "dripping" wet, and then beginning at 
the wall sweep the bran over the other half of 
the floor. Avoid walking on the bran. The 
bran absorbs the dust, and takes it out of the 
carpet. 

Japanese wall papers, made of rush beaten 
into paper and having richly gilded embossed 
surface, have revived in popularity. The em- 
bossed and gilded face throws back the light, 
and many who like peculiarity as well as beauty 
in art may indulge their fancy in this paper. 

A brush broom case is made by covering 
a pasteboard cut in the form of the broom with 
silesia, and covering it again with a crotcheted 
cover, with a ribbon handle to hang it by. 

"Window curtains of open work linen, 
white or ecru, with colored silk, are quite pret- 
ty. Light blue and cherry silk are pleasant 
colors. 

A portiere of dotted Swiss muslin, having 
tiny spangles sewed between each dot, on both 
side of the muslin, and the portiere edged with 
narrow gold lace, is beautiful in its effect. 

Decorated sail cloth painted with floral 
patterns or arabesques upon a light ground, is 
popular for suramei* upholstery. 

A portiere of tarletan in ample folds, is 
cool. The edge should be decorated with 
colored lace. 

American Madras is a new 'material for 
summer curtains, fine in texture and orna- 
mented with floral designs. 

Bugs in old tapestry effects have deep 
plush borders.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Glass Decoration. The process of apply- 
ing decoration to the surface of blown hollow- 
ware, may be divided into those applied before 
and those applied after the glass has been 
annealed. To the former class belong casing 
with colors, scales and metals ; frosting or 
crackling ; surface molding ; insertion of 
enamel reticulation; application of threading 
gems, seals, frills, flowers and metallic etchings 
and iridizing by deposition. To the latter class 
belong iridizing by corrosion ; cutting and en- 
graving in various branches; engraving and 
roughing by the sand-blast ; etching ; painting 
and enamels ; gilding ; silvering ; carving. In 
addition to the method of inserting the colorless 
glass into a cup of colored glass, u casing " or 
"plating" may be effected either by gathering 
from the crucible a casing of color upon a 
colored nucleus, or more usually by gathering 
the colorless glass upon a nucleus of color. 
For every process of casing the colored glasses 
must be especially prepared, so as to agree with 
the base. If the colored glass be harder or 
softer, or even if it be hotter or colder than the 
glass upon which it is to be plated, the resultant 
vessels are almost certain to be fractured. For 
the imitation of colored pottery, tortoise-shell 
and marble, it is customary to spread upon the 
marver powdered opaque glass of the required 
color, and to roll the molten mass of glass in 
the powder before it is expanded and manipu- 
lated. In the same manner scales of mica, 
and gold or platinum leaf may be permanently 
embedded on the ; surface of the glass. Surface 
molding may produce impressions which "are 
only perceptible to the touch on the external 
surface as well. In the former case the solid 
molten glass is pressed into an open mold, 
and is subsequently expanded; in the latter 
the bulb is actually expanded in the interior 
of the mold. The usual impressions imparted 
by molds are ribs or ridges, network and 
honeycomb or trellis-work. The insertion of 
enamel reticulation has already been described. 
By affixing the extremity of a mass of molten 
glass, gathered upon a working-rod, to a given 
point on the surface of a vessel still attached 
to the blowing-iron, and rapidly trundling the 
blowing-iron, a thread of glass may be evenly 
coiled round the vessel. A machine is now in 
common use to give an even rotatory motion 
to the working-rod during the process of 
threading. 

Gems or seals are formed by letting fall 
upon a vessel, in course of manufacture, small 
drops of white or colored glass, and immediately 
pressing them with metallic seals. If instead 
of a drop, a line of molten glass be applied to 
the side of a vessel, and a metallic wheel with 
an inverted edge be run over the line, the 
pattern on the edge of the wheel will be repro- 
duced continuously on the glass. Upon vessels 
in course of manipulation, glass 6eals which 
have been previously prepared and gilded and 
sections of glass flower-cane may be fixed. If 
exceedingly thin sheets of glass be coated with 
gold leaf, and etchings be executed in the leaf, 
the etching may be incorporated in glass vessels 
by the cohesion produced by heat through the 
pores of the leaf. — The Earthenware and Glass 
Traders Chronicle (London.) 

Table-ware of the latest favorite tint is in 
pale yellow with an occasional dash of some 
brilliant shade. The various pieces are of odd 
shapes and of Moorish or Tunisian work. 
Shinsi ware is very popular, and floral figures 
or metalized surfaces are the modes of decora- 
tion. The cactus is the fashionable flower for 
placing upon table-ware, and the Dresden lace 
figures are preferred in that form of ornament. 

The Central Union of Decorative Art 
will give another exhibition in Paris in 1884. 
Each display is devoted to one particular sub- 
ject or material ; last season wood in its appli- 
cation to furniture was displayed, whereas 
next year the ceramic industry will be repre- 
sented. 

Oriental forms for both decorating and 
furnishing are becoming even more popular 
than heretofore. 

Brass Pins with round, flat heads, to screw 
on, are taking the place of stair rods. 

Embroidered jute velours are taking the 
lead this year for furniture coverings.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



"Wood Floors and Carpets — That wood 
carpets, however handsomely designed, will in 
this country ever supercede the products of 
ttie loom, is scarcely among the probabilities. 
But tneir adaptability to the sanitary rules 
which should govern the furnishing of all bed- 
rooms, nurseries and the common sitting rooms 
is without parallel. In the library, the music 
room and the dining room, wood carpets are by 
far preferable to those of the wool. The latter 
deadens the sound of any instrument and robs 
the singer of his finest tones ; in the dining 
room it holds the odor of the dinners served 
therein inexterpably; in the library, mustiness, 
and in bed-room and nursery, absorbs all that is 
virulent in the air and the dregs of disease, if 
disease there be. The wood carpet being com- 
pact excludes the penetration of, and forces 
upward, all foul gases, which must then na- 
turally find an outlet through other sources. 
The designs are so numerous and beautiful that 
almost any taste may be satisfied, and even the 
plainest looks well with the addition of a few 
bright colored, well chosen rugs and mats by 
the way of relief. 

Lace spreads and pfllow covers when 
washed may be dipped in very weak cold coffee 
in place of bluing, and they will thereby receive 
a beautiful ecru shade which is so popular just 
now. Curtains may be treated in the same way. 
Polished floors should be rubbed two or 
three times with linseed oil and then polished 
every week with turpentine and beeswax. The 
oftener the oil is rubbed in to begin with, the 
darker the boards will be. 

Portieres of striped materials in graduat- 
ing shades, have a bar of silver or gold thread 
dividing the stripes. They are cut exactly 
the right length and reach the iloor, and fall 
in straight heavy folds, no attempt being made 
to drape them. 

Schneider, Stroheim & Co., one of the 
oldest and best known Furniture Upholstery 
houses in the city, changed its personel and its 
firm name on "the first of July, to Peter 
Schneider, Sons & Co. Mr. Stroheim retires 
from the firm after a connection with it of 
more than twenty years. 

Hanging cabinets are covered with stamp- 
ed terra cotta plush, and some have eight or 
more irregular shelves, each one decorated 
with a hanging railing in fine open brass work, 
and containing compartments large enough to 
hold a moderately sized piece of bric-a-brac. 

Portieres.— Sheila cloth is an admirable 
material for the portieres of an ordinary 
room. It is heavy in texture and being alike 
on both sides renders the ordinary lining need- 
less. Of the several colors in which it is 
shown, the most effective is Indian red and 
black. 

Chair Scarfs — Beautiful chair scarfs are 
now wrought in arrasene, a very elegant and 
delicate style of work. A remarkably hand- 
some specimen recently shown is composed of 
nile green satin with the centre piece of ar- 
rasene, the design being a cluster of orange 
blossoms and pale pink rose buds. 

Parlor Suites — For parlor suites crimson is 
being revived with every prospect of meeting 
with increased favor. The material employed 
for covering is embossed velvet; the frame- 
work, highly polished mahogany. The several 
pieces are invariably square-backed and broad. 
Japanese matting can be used to uphols- 
ter a bedroom suit in bamboo. The matting is 
woven on stiff warp to form the panels and 
ornamented by split bamboo rods of sandal- 
wood and by Japanese characters executed in 
bamboo stripe on the matting so as to form a 
sort of border. 

Gilt frames may be cleaned by applying 
heated alcohol, with a sponge, until all stains 
are effaced. The alcohol is then allowed to dry 
gradually ; under no circumstances rub it with 
a cloth. 

Velvet mats can be lined with buckram 
or strong calico, bordered with belt fringe or 
plain fringe intermixed with tinsel, and may 
have bands of cretonne applique outlined with 
gold thread. 

The Birds Nest panel is a novelty in 
floral decoration. The panel itself is composed 
of Faust pausies, and upon it a branch, between 
the twigs of which is a birds nest containing 
eggs. About the branch is a garland of flowers 
and foliage. 

Colored glass lamp shades, semi-opaque, 
in yellow, blue or pink are painted with floral 
designs, roses, lilies, violets and others.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Bridal Furniture— A bride's chamber of 
great elegance was recently fitted up by a gen- 
tleman of this city for his daughter, who was 
the bride prospective. The entire suit of fur- 
niture is of fine white enamel with an exquisite 
tracery of gold running through it. The bed- 
stead and bureau are square topped and orna- 
mented with lilies exquisitely carved and vein- 
ed with gold. The window drapery and porti- 
eres of white plush suspended from curtain 
poles of white enamel and gilt, and edged with 
a heavy fringe of white, gold and pale rose. A 
carpet of an indescribable neutral scattered 
with half blown pink roses, covers the floor. 
The chairs, couch and footstools are upholster- 
ed iu white plush and pale rose satin, with 
slight threading^ of gold. Ornaments of crys- 
tal and in rare pink glass, adorn the mantel and 
compose the appurtenances of the toilet. The 
walls are frescoed in a design similar to that of 
the bedstead and bureau, on a ground of the 
same delicate rose tint which mingles with the 
other appointments of the room. The effect is 
simply charming. 

Moths in Carpets.— Numerous are the pre- 
parations recommended for the preservation of 
carpets from moths. Some are altogether inef- 
fectual; others of an odor so overpowering that 
the remedy is worse than the disease; others 
are as destructive to the carpet as they are to 
the moths. A better and simpler method is 
after thoroughly cleaning and airing to scatter 
powdered camphor plentifully between the 
lining and the carpet, particularly about the 
outer edges and the dark corners, where the 
destructive little insects love best to nest. 
When a house is to be closed for the summer, 
several folds of newspaper laid over the edges, 
will add greatly to the protection of the car- 
pets, as the odor of the printing ink employed 
is particularly offensive to moths. Many per- 
sons take no other precaution in the case of 
woolens than to beat them thoroughtly, wrap 
them in newspapers and lay away. 

A new washing machine is among the 
novelties. The clothes are placed in a hollow 
cylinder which is revolved inside the boiler in 
which it is suspended. The cylinder is pro- 
vided with a series of holes and with perforated 
tubes at the four quarters. The clothes are 
thus agitated and cleaned. 

Framing appropriately and prettily is really 
a difficult undertaking. A very neat device was 
noticed recently where a painting upon em- 
broidery canvas was mounted on a background 
of plush, and attached to it by gold cords 
fastened at the corners in a tie. The plush 
projecting on all sides forms the frame. 

A combined chair and bed has been pa- 
tented. The chair is so constructed that if 
necessary the back may be depressed and the 
foot rest elevated, whereby a very comfortable 
bed will be provided. When used as a chair the 
back may be declined and held at any angle de- 
sired. 

A Table Cover for tea-table in embossed 
plush bordered with macrame lace is extremely 
handsome. Another cover of black satin neatly 
nailed about the edge with fancy nails, is very 
pretty. 

Kattan lounges for a morning room are 
much used. The seat is wide and the upper 
end rolls over and affords an admirable support 
for the head. Accompanying footstools are dec- 
orated with bright ribbons. 

Tidies and bureau covers have striped 
ends, and upon each stripe large polka dots of 
contrasting colors. These dots can be em- 
broidered on. 

China painting cannot be executed with 
success as an art unless the hand is guided by 
an esthetic judgment. 

Window curtains of Kussian grenadine 
with insertion and edging of Cluny lace, arc be- 
ing made. 

Plushes with a marbled effect, are new and 
becoming popular. 

Heliotrope is to be the fashionable flower 
this season. 

Metal picture frames are superceding the 
modern articles rapidly.
